Presentation by a Mexican of a | 
counterfeit $10 bill at a grocery |! 
store on the Foothill boulevard | 
hree miles west of Upland has | 
brought into force a search for, 
the unidentified man and a study 
of his methods of operating. 

B. N. Bishen, operator of the 
small store, received the bill in | 
payment for merchandise, giving } 
the man his purchase of a 50-Ib. | 
sack of flour and change. The 
purchase was made late Thursday 
night, but the incident was not an- 
nounced until today after J. F. 
Sawyer, chief of police, had re- 
ceived word from the Federal Re- 
serve bank, Los Angeles. 

The counterfeit bill had been 
raised from $1 to $10 through 
changing of the wording and plac- 
ing a “0” after the “1.” Careful 
notice of the bill, Chief Sawyer 
said, would reveal it was counter- 
feit, but Mr. Bishen did not ques- 
tion the value of the currency un- 
into a machine and driven off. !
